Itllitary  personnel  observed  a rcd-yellu^ehlte  stationary  object  from  this 
bass  as  well  as  Knoxville^  Tannessesy  at  21ii3  EST  which  was  observed  for  13  mir^ 
ntas  before  slowly  disappearing  below  the  horizon.  It  appeared  in  the  west  and 
was  brighter  than  red  obstruction  lights  on  the  control  tower  at  Dobbins* 

II,  Discussion  of  Incident 

No  trlangulatlon  from  the  two  observing  points  was  made  which  would  have  been 
extremely  helpful  and  should  be  attempted  in  sightings  auch  as  this.  The  descri;>- 
tlon  and  manner  of  disappearance  strongly  suggests  p.stronomical  sightings  at 
Presque  Isle  AFB  and  Uitchel  ArB  In  October  and  December  of  1952,

The  jiarine  Corpa  reported  today  that  one  of  it's  jet 
planes  had  chased  and  then  lost  — a red  lighted  object  that  flashed 
through  the  sky  at  astonishing  speed  • P9F  Panther  jet  fighter 
pilot  chased  the  object  over  coastal  North  Carolina  Mondat  night  an 
official  i.iarine  Corps  said,  but  the  speedy  jot  turned  out  to  be  no 
r^tch  for  th(p  object,  whatever  it  was. 

The  Marine  Corps  statement  was  issued  at  headquarters 
of  the  Second  Marine  Air  Wing  here.  It  lncludc?d  the  report  of  First 
Lt . Ed  Balccco,  24,  of  Antioch,  Calif,  the  pilot  who  chased  the  object. 
The  statement  gave  these  details:  Planes  at  the  Marine  Auxiliary  Air 
r.ta*lon  at  Edenton,  fr.C.-  hud  been  alerted  by  a Navy  aigntd  tower  at 
I.'crfclii,  Va,  to  watch  r’or  a silver  object  which  had  boon  roport>jc 
eight sd  from  the  ground  over  an  ai'oa  near  the  Virginia  - N.C.  border, 

Balocco  want  to  the  area,  but  sighted  nothing  after 
cruising  around  for  half  an  hour.  He  then  took  a southerly  course 
to  return  to  his  bjiae  at  Edenton.  Over  V/nshlngton,  N.G*  I saw  what 
1 coked  like  run  aeroplane  with  red  lights  which  appeared  below  at  about 
COCr^i  feet.  What  cauaed  ms,  Balocoo  said,  to  look,  back  at  the  object 
WC3  the  fact  that  it  moved  from  below  mo  10000  ft  vertically  in  a 
matter  of  seconds.  Balocco  said  that  he  turned  about  end  chased  the 

object  at  a speed  of  better  than  500  mph  but  was  unable  to  gain  on 
it. 

He  estimated  the  object  was  about  ten  miles  mvay 
from  him  during  the  three  to  four  minutes  chase.  At  that  distance,  he 
said,  the  object  was  about  a quarter  of  an  inch  v/ide  and  three  inches 
long.  The  object  won  the  colour  of  white  heat  and  it  threw  out  d 
red  glow  behind  it.  It  had  two  rod  lights  on  the  left  hand  side, 
bouncing  pnd  flashing  off  the  end,  encircling  an  arc. 

Balooco  said  he  seemed  to  gain  on  the  object  for 
but  the  plane  suddenly  dropped  from  his  altitude  and  disappeared 
wards  the  coast.  Balocco  called  in  other  planes  to  help  in  the 
search.  Captain  Thomas  W.  Riggs  was  one  of  several  pilots  who 
responded.  Riggs  said  he  sighted  an  object  flying  low  net©  the 
Carolina  coast  but  couldn't  identify  it.  The  Marine  Corps  said  it 
later  received  a call  from  Gerald  Midget,  a farmer  living  near 
Oriental,  on  the  coast.  Midget  reported  seeing  a flash  in  a 
desolate  swampy  area,  and  then  a ground  fire.  Marine  helicopters 
searched  the  swampland  and  found  a small  forest  fire  but  no  signs  of 
a crash.
